GERMANY MAY PROPOSE 
WORLD DISARMAMENT. 


Paris, July 18.—A dispatch to The 
Temps from Geneva says the German 
government, according to reliable in- 
formation, meditates the dramatic pro- 
posal to its enemies and the world of 
a complete disarmament, except for 
sufficient forces to maintain compul- 
sory peace by compulsory arbitra- 
tion. 

“The German government,” says The 
Temps, “while allowing the solution 
of the internal crisis to appear as a 
success for the Pan-Germanists, has 
in view a maneuver of a quite differ- 
ent aspect. The bellicose declarations 
which resound, and will perhaps con- 
tinue in Berlin, will be nothing but 
the prologue, designed to represent 
Germany as invincible. .Afterwarda, 
perhaps, sooner than is expected, will 


come the theatrical initiative in which 
Germany will show a disposition to 
disarm.”’

Be 
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To Suppress Outbreaks 
In the Russian Capital 


Armed Sailors and Soldiers 

and Working Men and 
Women Are Taking Part 
in the Demonstrations. 


Petrograd, July 18.—Another -mani- 
festation of armed sailors and soldiers 
and workingmen and women in which 
shots were fired took place along the 
Nevesky Prospect yesterday. The ex- 
tent of the casualties is unknown. 

Yesterday's disturbances were a repe- 
tition of those of the day before, except 
that they occurred at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. while the first outbreak oc- 
curred around midnight. 

The manifestants were grouped along 
the same part of the Nevesky Prospect. 
A number of stray shots were heard, 
followed by the firing of rifles against 
upper windows and roof tops at a 
seemingly imaginary foe. 

For the first time since the revolu- 
tion, Cossacks appeared and patrolled 
the streets. Companies here and there 
carried machine guns strapped to their 
saddles, the men leading their horses. 

Council Denounces Outbreaks, 

The council of the new body of sol- 
diers, workmen and peasants of ail 
Russia, the extremist abstaining froro 
participation, passed a resolution today 
after an all-night session rejecting 
“with indignation all attempts to in- 
fluence” the attitude of that body. 

“It is inadmissible,” continues the 
resolution, “that armed demonstrations 
should seek to impose the will of iso- 
lated military elements upon the whole 
of Russia. Blood has been shed in the 
Streets of Petrograd. All these acts to- 
wards our revolutionary army, which 
is defending the conquests of the revo- 
lution at the front, are acts of treachery 
and felony. Whoever attacks the rec- 
ognized democratic agencies, whoever 
sows discord in their ranks, is striking 
a dagger’'s blow in the back of the rev- 
Olutionary army which is fighting 
against the troops of William.” 

Following the series of clashes be- 
tween patrolling forces of the govern- 
ment and Maximilists. which occurred 
last night, the city this morning was 
quiet under a continuous downpour of 
rain.

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SHOW NECESSITY 
UF IMMIGRATION 


Establishment of State Bu- 
reau to Bring Settlers Here 
Urged by Southeastern Ex- 
hibit Association. 


The necessity of immigration was 
clearly set forth and aggressive action 
directed toward the exploitation of 
Georgia’s agricultural and industrial 
opportunities under state government 
auspices was initiated at a meeting of 
35 representative Atlanta and Georgia 
business men incidental to a luncheon 
given by the Southeastern Exhibit as- 
sociation in the Ansley hotel yesterday 
afternoon. 

A number of telegrams and letters of 
indorsement both of the association and 
the proposal for the creation of an im- 
migration bureau, were received from 
a number of prominent Georgians who 
were unable to be present in person. 

While this meeting, of course, had to 
do only with Georgia, the purpose of 
the Southeastern Exhibit association to 
apply its efforts to the industrial devel- 
opment of the entire southeast was 
heartily approved. 

Infusion of New Blood. 

Perhaps the nearest approach to a 
‘‘note of alarm” was sounded by Joseph 
A. McCord, governor of the Federal Re- 
Serve Bank of Atlanta, who, speaking 
both as a banker and.a farmer, painted 
a sorry picture of rural Georgia in the 
future, unless the general standard of 
farm methods in Georgia is raised and 
a greater percentage of the state's till- 


able acreage is brought into a state of 
productivity. These improvements can 
be brought about only by the “infusion 
of new agricultural blood.” he said. and 
he felicitated the meeting upon the fact 
that a tangible movement to this end 
has finally been put under headway. 


“IT want to tell vou,” he said, “that if 
Georgia doesn’t soon wake up to her 
interests in this respect she is going to 
be left far behind, even by her sister 
States of the south. Since the estab- 
lishment >a the federal reserve bank in 
Atlanta I have traveled extensively over 
the six southern states comprising this 
regional bank district. and every one 
of the other states is forging ahead of 
Georgia in the matter of encouraging 
immigration. 

“Just across the Chattahoochee, for 
instance, is a state that is beating Geor- 
gia two to one. In*Alabama every 
banker is putting forth his best efforts 
individually toward encouraging new 
settlers from the outside, and the state

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TROOPS HELD 10 WATER 
Wilt WINE PLENTIFUL 


American Training Camp in France, 
July 18.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The busiest of all the American troop 
departments these days is the quarter- 
master’s, which is working almost fe- 
verishly to perfect its system of sup- 
pying the men with all the necessities. 
The work has gone ahead so fast that 
the quartermaster already has a three 
months’ supply of all foods within a 
short distance of the camp and a con- 
stant ten days’ supply here, 

The department fs still trying to 
decide what to do with the gift made 
by the Wrench government to the 
Americar troops in honor of the 14th of 
July, the French national holiday, con- 
sistin if champagne, red wines, jellies, 
hanr and other delicacies. There a 
considerable quantity of champagne 
an dred wine for each soldier and of fi- 
cer, but for the present the authorities 
have not been able to decide whether 
the distribution of these wines would 
be in violation of the spirit of.the re- 
cent legislation covering the question 
of liquor to soldiers. 

So far the troops have been rigidly 
held to water, even though the diffi- 
culties of filtering are considerable. 
Refrigerating plants will be necessarv 
both for water and food supplies, and 
recommendations for the construction 
of nn Plants have already gone for- 
ward.

NUMBERS TO BE DRAWN 
IN LITTLE OVER HOUR 


Big Task for Newspapers 
After They Kkeceive by 
Wire the Results of the 
Drawing—Problem of 
Printing Numbers With 
Names They Represent Is 
Staggering.

the national lottery to determine the 
order of liability of 10,000,000 men reg- 
istered for military service could be 
held next Friday. Preparations to make 
the drawing on that day went ahead 
rapidly, although a final decision as to 
the date cannot be made until the last 
governor has actually reported that the 
local exemption boards in his state have 
finished their task. 

Details of the mechanism to be em- 
in the drawing have not Deen 
It is known definitely, how- 
ever, that present plans are for the 
lottery to take place in the capitol 
building, with the members of the sen- 
ate and house military committees 
witnesses. The entire proceeding is not 
expected to take much more than one

Big Task for Newspapers. 

General Crowder was in conference 
today with the newspaper correspond- 
ents over arrangements for the draw- 
ing. The press is relied upon to carry 
to individuals throughout the country 
the information as to when they will be 
required to appear before exemption 
boards, and for that reason every ef- 
fort is being made to suit the conven- 
ience of the papers as to details. 

The task of transmitting the 
lists of numbers by telegraph is a prob- 
lem of considerable proportions, but the 
press associations and telegraph com- 
panies are making efforts to insure 
both speed and absolute accuracy in 
transmission. There is more concern 
over the task of the individual news- 
papers after they receive by wire the 
results of the drawing. In large com- 
munities the problem of printing the 
serial numbers with the names of the 
men they represent in each district at- 
tached is one of staggering proportions, 

In New York city, where there are 189 
of the 4,557 local exemption districts, a 
list of the names and numbers would 
fill several hundred newspaper pages. 
Even to give sufficient names and num- 
bers to cover those likely to be called 
to“the colors immediately means enor- 
mous work, 

Problem of Allen Registrants. 

While the provost marshal general's 
office was busy clearing up the last 
details of the drawing, the problem 
of alien registrants, other than enemy 
aliens, came before the senate in a 
resolution introduced by Senator Cham- 
berlain, chairman of the military com- 
mittee. It provides for the drafting 
for military service of citizens of coun- 
tries at war with Germany who are 
now residing in the United States upon 
the same terms American citizens 
are liable under the national army bill.

ignoring the express provisions of the 
conscription law,” was introduced to- 
day by Representative McCulloch, of 
Ohio. 


SOUTHERN CAMPS 
AND DRAFT QUOTAS 
ATTACKED IN SENATE 


Washington, July 18.—Attacks upon 
the war department's policy of train- 
ing national guardsmen in southern 
camps and the method of compiling the 
army draft quota estimates continued 


today in the senate. 

Senator Lodge said the estimate 
method was “simply preposterous,” and 
created opinion that the “rolls have 
been padded.” He wanted to know why 
it was that the national guard from 
New I'ngland is to be sent to southern 
training camps while the army to be 
raised by conscription is to be trained 
at a camp in central Massachusetts. 

Senators La Follette and Watson 
also voiced opposition to the sending 
of northern troops to the southern 
camps. Senator Watson expressed the 
belief that there was something back 
of the plan other than military reasons. 

Senator Knox said he had feceived 
information that the camp at Platts- 

urg was to be broken up and trans- 
ferred to a site at Atlanta, Ga. Senator 
Wadsworth corroborated this report, 
and said the camp at Plattsburg, which 
represents an investment by the gov- 
ernment of $500,000, was to be aban- 
doned the middle of August, although 
the climate around Plattsburg in the 
fall is ideal. 

Senator Weeks indorsed the protest 
of Senator Lodge and said he knew 
the opinions of Major General Wood 
and Surgeon Genera) Gorgas had not 
been asked by the department. 

Several southern senators were 
clamoring for recognition when the 
discussion was ended by a point of 
order.

Liquor Removed at Rate 
Of 1,000,000 Gallons a Day 
From Bonded Warehouses 


Washington, July 18.—Liquor dealers, 
alarmed at the prospect of the govern- 
ment seizing, under the terms of the 
food bill, the vAst quantities of distilled 
spirits in bond, are withdrawing whis- 
ky from bonded warehouses at the rate 
of 1,000,000 gallons a day. 

The whisky thus withdrawn is placed 
largely, revenue officials believe, in 
stock in retail establishments. 

As a consequence of the scare, inter- 
nal revenue receipts have risen this 
month to a higher point than ever be- 
fore, the total for the first seventeen 
days being approximately $7,500,000 
more than last July. 


Rock Island Strike Delayed. 


Chicago, July 18.—Rock Island shop- 
men, numbering approximately 8,000, 
agred to a 48-hour postponement of a 
strike which was to have begun this 
morning. When the strike order was

HARDWICK FIGHTS 
~ AR CONSCRIPTION 


Georgia Senator Objects to 
Giving Wilson Power to 
Draft Men for the Aviation 


Service. 


Washington, July 18.—Senators who 
have been prominent in opposing con- 
scription led the opposition to the ad- 
ministration bill providing $640,000,000 
for a great airplane fleet when the sen- 
ate took the bill up for consideration 
today. Opposition which developed, and 
debate for an hour postponed action, 
probably until next week after disposal 
of the food control measure. 

Provision for draft of the aviation 
forces was the principal objection rais- 
ed in today’s debate, although Senator 
Chamberlain explained that the war 
department planned to have fliers vol- 
unteer and to draft only the “ground” 


aviation forces. j 
Senators Hardwick, Vardaman and 


Reed, all of whom vigorously opposed 
the army draft law, objected to the 
draft clause. The Georgia senator said 
he favorea the declaration of war 
against Germany, and was willing to 
do everything to prosecute it vigorous- 
ly, but he opposed raising armies by 
conscription “and drafting any men for 
service on foreign soiL” He thought in- 
clusion of a draft clause in the avia- 
tion bill would mean drafting just that 
many more men into service. With the 
draft clause out, he said, he would 
willingly vote for the bill. 

The draft clause he said is “unwise, 
unnecessary and un-American. I can’t 
vote for this bill if that principle re- 
mains in it.” 

The Georgia senator said the war de- 
partment had declared that it was not 
intended to use the draft to enlist 
aviators, and asked: “Then, why give 
them the power when they don’t want 
it?’ 

In declaring that he was against the 
draft principle, Senator Hardwick pro- 
tested against ‘“‘Prussianizing’’ America 
to win the war, and did not believe it 
was necessary to “favor conscription, 
food dictatorships and other dictator- 
ships, but believed "in fighting the 


war as we have fought those in the 
past.”’ 

Senator Hardwick offered an amend- 
ment to strike out the clause author- 
izing aviation conscription. 

Senator Vardaman declared he would 


not vote for any measure that “con- 
tains a conscription provision.”

TTACKING FRENCH 


Gen. Petain’s Men Securely 
Hold Positions Captured 
From the Teutons in the 


Verdun Sector. 


| New York, July 18.—(By Associated 
|Press. From European Cables of the 
| Day.)—After having tried ineffectually 
to overcome the French gains in the 

Verdun sector between the eastern 
edge of the Avocourt wood and Hill 304, 
the Germans have ceased their costly 
enterprise and are now contenting 
| themselves with throwing shells into 
| the positions which General Petain’s 
; men forced them to evacuate. Likewise 
along the Chemin-des-Dames the vio- 
| lent infantry activity of the early week 
has ceased and artillery duels instead 
are taking place. 

The British and the Germans con- 
tinue their violent artillery duels in 
northern Belgium, and Field Marshal 
Haig’s forces are keeping up their ha- 
rassing patrol raids on numerous sé€c- 
tors of the front. One of the most suc- 
cessful of these enterprises was car- 
ried out east of Monchy-le-Preux, in 
the Arras sector, in which the British 
gained ground and took prisoners. 

On the Russian front General Korni- 
loff’s army in East Galicia is stub- 
bornly holding back the reinforced Aus- 
tro-German armies, which at various 
points are endeavoring to wrest from 
them the positions recently won in 
the Halicz and Kalusz sectors. In the 
latter rewion near the village of Novica 
the enemy won a vantage point from 
the Russians, but immediately after- 
wards in a counter attack lost it again. 
The Germans are violently bombarding 
the Russians south of Brzezany and 
near Halicz. 


BRITISH ARMORED CARS 
AIDING THE RUSSIANS. 


Washington, July 18.—British armor- 
ed motor detachments are taking part 
in the Russian offensive in Galicia, ac- 
cording to semi-official information re- 
ceived today from Petrograd by the 
Russian embassy here. ‘The first men- 
tion of the presence of British forces 
in Russia says the armored cars are co- 
operating effectively with Belgian de- 
tachments sent there soon after the war 
began.

‘Historical Society Urges 
| Georgia Senators to Cease 
Impeding Government in 
Matters of War Policy.

| Acting as a branch of the national 
\board for historical service of the 
‘American Historical association, the 
l officers of the Georgia Historical so- 
lciety have issued pamphlets strongly 
| Supporting the national administra- 


ition’s war policies and calling upon 
(the Georgia senators to support the 
| president. 

After reviewing briefly the justness 
Of the cause for which America 18 
‘fighting, the officials of the historical 
‘Society uphold selective draft as the 
only fair and democratic means of dis- 
|tributing the burden of service, and 
‘find it a “matter of humiliation and 
just anger to patriotic Georgians that 
Our senators are among those who are 
ee the government in these mat- 
ers. 

The statement is signed by Lucian 
Lamar Knight, president; Theodore H. 
Jack, vice president, and R. P. Brooks, 
secretary, of the Georgia Historical so- 
ciety. 


Statement in Part. 
The statement in part reads as fol- 
lows: 


The historian is well aware of the fact 
that in every war the United States has 
waged volunteering as a system has been a 
dismal failure. We of the south have been 
taught to imagine that our people rushed 
as one man to the colors to defend their 
homes from invasion in the sixties. The 
truth is that the confederate government 
early in 1862 believed the armies would 
disappear if compulsion were not used, and 
it was largely due to conscription that the 
southern cause was able to maintain itself 
for four years. The same thing was true 
of the federal armies. How then could any 
reasonable person have expected volunteers 
to offer themselves in sufficient numbers 
for @ war on the present scale when the 
danger seemed far more remote? Even if 
volunteers in plenty could be obtained, what 
right-minded American would be willing 
to see the tighting confined to the flower of 
our land—it is the best who volunteer— 
while teaving it home the selfish and un- 
patriotic? 

Defeated in the matter of conscription. 
the disaffected among us, the selfish and 
the congressional opponents of the govern- 
ment are now blocking every measure in- 
tended to give the administration that neces- 
sary power which all history shows to be 
indispensable under such circumstances, Con- 
trol over shipping transportation, over the 
output of industrial plants, over the pro- 
duction, prices and distribution of food 
stuffs, is being bitterly assailed on the spe- 
clous ground that the president and his 
advisers are seeking to establish an au- 
tocracy on the ruins of representative gov- 
ernment. It is only necessary to look abroad 
to see that in every country, notably in 
France and England, the leading democracies 
of the old world, such measures have been 
found imperative. There is not the slightest 
probability that the power of the executive 
branch of our government will be unduly 
or permanently increased at the expense 
of the legislative branch. Both Lincoln and 
Devis were widely denounced as despots and 
dictators, and yet our free institutions sur- 
vived unimpatired. 

It is 2 matter of humilfation and just an- 
ger to patriotic Georgians that our senators 
are among those who are impeding the 
government fn these matters. In the press, 
on public occasions and tn private conver- 
sation, the people are unmistakably showing 
their profound resentment of the action of 
our public sarvants, who are miserably 
failing to reflect our sentiments. Iivery 
patriot at such a time should rise above per- 
sonal grievances and forego merely captious 
obstruction, to the end that our country 
may emerge victorious from this momentous 
struggle. Hading at its first annual meet- 
ing sent a telegram to President Wilson 
pledging its loyal support, the Georgta His- 
torical association now calls upon Georgia's 
representatives to change their attitude to- 
wards the government and mould their con- 
duct in accordance with the wishes of the 
people of whom they are presumably the 
mouthptece.

TWO PENSION BILLS 
FAIL TO RECEIVE 
COMMITTEE’S FAVOR 


Two bills by Mr. Owens, of Pickens, 
the purpose of which is to increase 
pensions, were unfavorably reported to 
the house yesterday morning by the 
pensions committee, 

The first was a bill to al'ow all con- 
federate soldiers to draw pensions re- 
gardless of their wealth. This would 
require a constitutional armendment, 
the $1,500 limit having been placed in 
the constitution in 1908, which prior to 


that time authorized pensions only to 
indigent confederates and those maim- 
ed in the service. The bill as drawn by 
Mr. Owens, however, made no provision 
for amendment of the constitution. 
The second pension bill turned down

~ PLIGHT OF WOMEN 


~ “SHOCKS” WILSON 


_ President Said to Be Trying 
to Straighten Out Jailing 
of Suffragists — Malone Is 
Working for Women. 


Washington, July 18.—Presidential 
intercession in the cases of the sixteen 
suffragists sent to the District of Co- 
lumbia workhouse yesterday to serve 
sixty days for picketing at the white 
house, or appeal of their cases to 4 
higher court appeared certain tonight. 

After a long conference with Presi- 
dent Wilson, J. A. H. Hopkins, former 
democratic national committeeman 
from New Jersey, and husband of, one 
of the prisoners, declared the president 
had been “deeply shocked at the whole 
affair and on learning the circum- 
stances has only one thought, namely, 
to straighten the matter out.” 

The advisability of urging the Susan 
B. Anthony suffrage amendment as 
an emergency war measure was dis- 
cussed by the president, according to 
Mr. Hopkins, who said he promised 
to supply the white house with a can- 
vass of congress to show whether the 
proposal could be passed. He also de- 
clared the suggestion of a presidential 
pardon for the prisoners appealed to 
Mr. Wilson, but as that would not stop 
picketing, it is not regarded as likely. 

Malone Working for Women. 

While Mr. Horkins was conferring 
with the president, Dudley Field Ma- 
lone, coliector of customs at New York, 


was planning an appeal in behalf of 
the women. He announced that he had

Several have small children at 
home, cthers are old or weak, still 
othes came to Washington expecting 
to spend not more than a week as 
pickets. Suffrage leaders are ready to 
pay the fines of any who consent to it. 

Mr. Malone, accompanied by Mr. Hop- 
kins, Gilson Gardner, whose wife also 
is a prisoner; Miss Lucy Burns and 
Miss Mabel Vernon, conferred with the 
prisoners at length today. Mr. Malone 
is said to have offered to act as coun- 
sel, regardless of the effect it might 
have on his government position. The 
prisoners, however, expressed the view 
that they would have to serve their 
sentence anyhow, and they had as well 
have them over with immediately. Mr. 
Malone then conferred with Mr. Battle, 
Mr. Hopkins, Frank P. Walsh, a Kan- 
Sas attorney, and others, and an- 
nounced that he would take the appeal. 
Tonight he went to the workhouse and 
talked with the women again. 

Who Ordered the Arrests? 

The chief desire of persons urging 
the appeal, it is understood, is to de- 
termine, if possible, from ‘whom the 
police obtained their orders to break 
up picketing in front of the white 
house. Mr. Gardner declared he had 
learned that the instructions were com- 
ing from persons “higher up,” but Dis- 
trict Commissioner Brownlow, who has 
charge of the police, tonight vigorous- 
ly denied that the orders originated 
with anyone except the commissioners, 
who administer the district govern- 
ment. 

Suffragists complained tonight be- 
cause the prisoners are not being given 
special privileges at the workhouse. 

At the woman’s party headquarters it 
was declared tha all of the women 
were anxious to aapiea out their sixty- 
day sentences, but it was admitted that 
the $25 fines of some of the married 
women would be paid. The case of srs. 
Robert Walker, of Baltimore, mother 
of three small children, was specifical- 
ly mentioned. 

Next Picketing Demonstration. 

As a result of the situation that has 
arisen in the homes of married women 
prisoners, only single women and mar- 
ried women who can be spared at home 
easily were being taken today as vol- 
unteers for the next picketing demon- 
stration, which probably will be at- 
tempted late this week. 

“The sixty-day sentence was a great 
shock to us,” one of the leaders said 
today. ‘“‘Naturally, we did not expect 
such a heavy penalty, or we should 
have selected our pickets with greater 
care,”

the Moscow Bolsheviki troops opened 
fire on unarmed Cossacks passing in 
the Nevsky prospect. Their own firing 
started a panic, in which five of their 
number were killed and twenty 
wounded. 

The Maximalists have asked for more 
help from Kronstadt, most of the 
Kronstadt contingent having. returned 
home last night. It was rumored to- 
day that a second influx of Kronstadt 
sailors might be expected before night. 

The St. Peter and St. Paul fortress, 
although commanded by a Maximalist 
regiment, apparently is not in full sym- 
pathy with the insurrectionists. The 
garrison at the fortress refused the 
demand of a machine gun contingent 
of the Maximalists to give them arms. 

M. Tehernoff, minister of agriculture, 
was arrested at the duma by Maxi- 
malists, who started to take him away 
in an automobile as a hostage as he 
was delivering an address from the 
steps of the building. The minister 
was roughly handled by the crowd, but 
as he was being taken from the ground 
he was recognized by Trotzky, one of 
the agitator Lenine’s lieutenants, who 
protested and harangued the minister's 
captors and secured his release. The 
taxing into custody of ™. Tehernoff 
is accounted for by yesterday’s rumor 
concerning the arrest of M. Tcheidse, 
president of the central executive com- 
mittee of the council of workmen’s and 
soldiers’ delegates. 

Martial Law Declared. 

A group of Maximalists were arrested 
by patrols on their way to take posses- 
sion of the telegraph and cable office. 

At a conference of ministers and 
workmen's and soldiers’ delegates last 
evening it was decided to siaee the city 
under martial control. General Polovt- 
seff, governor of the military district, 
was SUMmMmMmoned and instructed to use 
all the loyal troops to put down the in- 
surrection. As a result, he ordered out 
the CossacKs and several companies of 
infantry to patrol the streets. One of 
the first clashes between the opposing 
forces occurred on Troitsky bridge, 
where the Cossacks met a body of arm- 
ed demonstratants. The Coceasks were 
armed only with sabers. A brisk fire 
was opened by the insurrectionists, 
Whereupon the Cossacks fled up Liteiny 
Prospect, many f them abandoning 
their horses. “everal Cossacks and 12 
horses killed.

Premiler Lvoff on Situation.

“In reply to your inquiry, the minis- 
ter of the interior informs vou that the 
reports regarding the arrests of mem- 
bers of the provisional government are 
false. As to the appeals to overthrow

Military Governor Issues Order. 

London, July 18.—A Reuter’s dispatch 
froin Petrograd filed on Tuesday night 
reads: 

“General Polovtseff, the military cov- 
ernor of Petrograd, has issued the fol- 
lowing order of the day: 

‘In accordance with an order of the 
provisional government to relieve the 
city of armed disturbers of its peace 
and security, citizens are requested not 
to quit their houses without urgent 
need; to Keep their doors and gate- 
ways closed and prevent unidentified 
persons from entering their houses, At 
the same time the troops are ordered to 
proceed immediately to establish or- 
der.

army cantonment sites, a “little group” of 
northern and New England senators has 
missed no opportunity to stir the dead ashes 
of “sectionalism” and attempt to resurrect 
sectional bitterness for the sole reason that 
the majority of such sites were—for reasons 
that are obvious—allotted to the southeast. 

That the sentiment of those senatorial 
pettifoggers is by no means the sentiment of 
the people, especially of New England, is 
stoutly asserted by The Boston Transcript, a 
conservative old exponent of New England 
ideals and traditions. In a recent issue The 
Transcript editorially denounces such senti- 
ment and unmercifully excoriates those in 
the senate giving expression to it, charac- 
terizing the uncalled-for and nonsensical at- 
tacks upon the south as “pork barrel politics 
in its most petty and partisan form.” 

Says The Transcript, under the heading 
“The Spirit of New England’’— 


A sorry service for this corner of the 
country the action of eight United 
States senators in protesting to the 
ecretary of war against his order trans- 
ferring the New England division of the 
national guard to North Carolina for 
training. The solid south will not, we 
hope, mistake the ire of the senators for 
a manifestation of the spirit of New Eng- 
jiand. Their protest is nothing more nor 
less than pork barrel politics in its most 
petty and partisan form. In justice to 
Senator Lodge and Senator Weeks it 
should be said that they were urged to 
this unwise step by an appeal from HBea- 
con Hill. Could they have conversed 
with the recruits at Framingham, or with 
the rank and file of the guardsmen from 
this commonwealth, we are very confi- 
dent that the names of the Massachu- 
setts senators would not be among the 
eight protestants. The truth is that the 
New England guardsmen, with few excep- 
tions, are solely concerned with getting 
as much training as possible as soon as 
possible. —Tothem the waste of the month 
of June and most of July is inexplicable. 
When the war department refused to 
mobilize them they hoped their pgov- 
ernors would have the spunk to do it 
and thereby give them the benefit of two 
months’ additional training, so as to mul- 
tiply the chances of their safe return 
from France. But the guardsmen were 
helpless in the premises, and now that 
their orders are on the way they are 
eager to obey them without dickering or 
delay. An opinion very generally held in 
-the guard of this and other New Eng- 
land states is that training in another 
section of the country will have several 
advantages, for the New England divi- 
sion is not an “apron string” unit and 
does not wish to become one by the play- 
ing of pork barrel politics.

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The reasons for the selection of south- 
eastern sites for a majority of the training 
camps should be obvious to everybody who 
gives the matter any thought. 

The time for training will necessarily be 
short; and it is of prime importance that it 
be given in a climate permitting the maxi- 
mum of out-of-doors work—which New Eng- 
land’s climate, especially in the winter 
months, does not do, and which ours does!

HOUSE AND SENATE. 


Much of the criticism that is being di- 
rected by the press of the country against 
congress because of the delay in passing 
important legislation is evidently not in- 
tended in the way that it reads and sounds. 

The Athens Banner, as an illustration, a 
few days ago carried an editorial in which 
it said that “the people of the United States 
are getting thoroughly weary of congress,” 
etc. {In another column it had something 
not at all laudatory to say about “while 
congress is dallying with the food protection 
measure,’ etc, 

AS a matter of fact, since war was de- 
clared against Germany, the house of rep- 
resentatives has moved more rapidly on big 
and important war measures than any other 
deliberative body in the world ever moved 
in dealing with matters of similar impor- 
tance. 

The house today finds itself with nothing 
to do, and is idle, waiting for the senate! 

Those who criticise—and the good Lord 
knows there is plenty of grounds for criti- 
cism—should remember that neither house 
is “congress;” and it is unfair to the house 
to include it in a criticism of the senate by 
referring in bold terms to “congress,” which 
is the combined body. 

The house has made a splendid record on 
important war legislation. So have the 
twelve Georgia members of the house; and 
Georgia is proud of every man of its dele- 
gation in the lower branch of congress. 

When the conscription bill came to vote 
there was difference of opinion expressed 
and voted by the Georgia representatives, 
some of them being in favor of, and others 
against, that method of recruiting an army. 
Still, when the voting was over and the 
measure became a law every man of the 
Georgia delegation was found standing sol- 
idly back of it and in support of the admin- 
istration and the law! That's where every 
man of the twelve has been, too, from that 
day to this! 

Not one of them who originally opposed 
the bill—which every man had a right to 
do—turned to hamstringing the law into 
which the bill developed. 

With them there was no going back 
home and making speeches intended only 
to make the people dissatisfied with the law; 
there veiled insinuations that the 
law was bad, undemocratic, and that-no man 
ought to have ta fight under its provisions; 
there was no back-hand jabs at the vitals of 
the administration, no innuendo about the 
mistakes of the president. 

The people of Georgia are appreciative 
of all of this; and consequently, The Con- 
stitution feels safe in asserting, of all the 
criticism that the state press has expressed 
against “congress,” not a word nor a syl- 
lable of it has been meant for the house of 
representatives, and particularly not a sip- 
gle member of Georgia’s twelve representa- 
tives. 
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SAVE THE CROPS! 


For many years the farmers of Georgia 
have been importuned to diversify—to get 
away from the one-crop idea and raise more 
foodstuffs. State authorities, bankers, indus- 
trial corporations, merchants and news- 
papers have been urging this sort of agricul- 
tural reform. 

Nobody has urged it more consistently 
than The Constitution. 

The result has been that the farmers of 
Georgia have responded in splendid fashion 
this year. They have grown a greater acre- 
age of food crops than ever before, and will 
take from the ground this fall more corn, 
grain of all varieties, soy beans, velvet 
beans, potatoes—both sweet and Irish—pea- 
nuts, etc., than were ever before harvested 
in this state in any one season, and the ag- 
gregate value of which will amount to as 
much as that of the cotton crop of the state! 

The 1917 crop is “made,” so far as man 
can make it; and now the only danger is 
that when harvest time opens the crops will 
start coming in so fast that we may be 
caught unprepared to properly care for them. 

There is danger of wasting what has 
been grown. 

To safeguard against this danger, Joseph 
A. McCord, governor of the Federal Reserve 
bank of Atlanta, in a comprehensive letter 
to Martin V. Calvin, president of the Georgia 
Agricultural society, a copy of which appears 
in another place upon this page, offers some 
practical suggestions, and explains in detail 
how food crops wastage in this state can 
be avoided. This letter should command the 
attention of every farmer and business man 
of Georgia because it points the way to a 
stoppage of a possible and very costly leak. 

In this connection, too, we call especial 
attention to the announcement of the open- 
ing, last Tuesday, of the first grain elevator 
ever erected in Georgia—the Thomas eleva- 
tor, at Quitman, the report of which ap- 
peared in yesterday’s Constitution. 

The opening of this elevator marks an 
agricultural and industrial epoch ip Georgia 
—it signifies the beginning of a new era in 
Georgia farming. 

This elevator is equipped to handle corn, 
oats and other cereals, velvet beans and kin- 
dred crops, and has a capacity to take care 
of 20,000 bushels per day.

Food Crops Grown, Urgent 
Duty Now Is to Conserve 
Them, Says Gov. McCord 


Following is a copy of.a letter empha- 
sizing the necessity of properly taking care 
of the extraordinarily abundant food crops 
produced this year by the farmers of Geor- 
gia, written by Joseph A. McCord, gover- 
nor of the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta, 
to Martin V. Calvin, president of the Georgia 
Agricultural society: 

“Dear Mr. Calvin: May I trespass on 
your time for a few moments to call your 
attention to what I believe to be one of 
the most important subjects that could be 
discussed at your convention on August 8? 

“For the past several years men who have 
had the interest of this state and section 
atgheart have been doing their utmost in 
speech and otherwise to urge upon the plant- 
ers to grow cereal crops, andnotto rely en- 
tirely upon cotton; aiding in this argument 
came along the boll weevil, and with his 
disastrous onward march, put the farmer to 
thinking. Then after thinking, the farmer 
went into action, and the result is that 
a greater amount of corn and other cereal 
crops have been raised this year in Georgia 
than have been raised in the history of the 
country since the war between the states. 

“From reports that I get from our ware- 
house inspectors going over Georgia and Ala- 
bama, I am led to believe that the farmers 
will gather this fall more corn, more hay, 
soy and velvet beans and more peanuts and 
possibly peanut hay, than they have storage 
capacity to take care of; and they are not 
going to prepare sufficient storage capacity 
to take care of them, but they expect to 
sell their surplus of these crops in the 
country towns nearest to them, and the re- 
sult is going to be that they are all going 
to come on the market at one and the same 
time, and thus break the market for these 
products to such a point as to reduce the 
price where it would not be to their interest 
to continue the planting of these crops in 
future years. 

Now, what is the remedy? First, we 
must arouse the farmer to his own interest 
in taking care of as much of his product 
on his own farm as can possibly be stored. 
This can be done in an inexpensive way, 
similar to the plan that the farmers in 
the middle west and far western states 
take care of their bumper crops of cereals. 
In my travels through the west I usually 
sit with my head to the window, eyes riv- 
eted on the farms. I have passed through 
vast plantations, or ranches as they are 
called, and notice that along the side of the 
railroad are built improvised bins, commonly 
known as corn cribs. These bins are made 
by taking, say a 2x6 scantling, making the 
upright posts, taking sawed-off ends and 
cleaving them on to the base, with the sawed 
end up, thus creating a shoulder for the 
placing of a sleeper made out of a 2x6 over 
to another upright piece on the other side. 
These upright pieces should be lower on one 
side than on the other, in order to give a 
pitch for a roof sufficient to cause the drain- 
age of the rain that falls. This roof could 
be made out of inexpensive material, such 
as roof sheeting, with a layer of waterproof 
paper on top, and then cleat it down with 
cleats at intervals to prevent the wind from 
blowing it off. Lay a floor in the bin, and 
lattice work the sides by nailing strips 1\%- 
inch thick by 3 inches wide, with space of 
say 2 inches, and make the bins such size 
as will comfortably care for the crops, and 
not be of too large proportion as to sag or 
break down the walls of the bins. These 
upright posts could made out of pine 
poles, and the sleepers could be made out of 
the same material. The slats could be the 
slats from a saw mill. You can, therefore, 
see that it would be an inexpensive way 
of building an improvised bin to take care 
of the surplus crop. 

The farmers could 
venient places in the 
they gather their corn, 
beans or the peanuts, they could be placed 
in these bins, and the air would percolate 
through, and thus prevent them from mould- 
ing, mildew or souring. Then they could 
market their crops at such intervals or 
through the next spring, so as to get the 
best results from the crops. So much for 
the farmer. 

Let Town Officials Help. 

Now for the country town that lives off of 
the products of the farm: Get the mayor, 
board of trade,. and the local banker inter- 
ested, and use certain portions of the cot- 
ton warehouses already prepared to. store 
such of these products as can be vonven- 
iently handled therein. Get them into a 
unified action of building a series of these 
bins, near some side track, or built up 
against the wall of a brick warehouse, and 
the side next the warehouse need not be 
sheeted. Put a barbed wire fence around 
it, and have an organization to buy all 
of the corn, velvet beans, peanuts, etc., that 
the farmers bring-in, and pay for these 
products in cash. Get the country mer- 
chant, the banker, the doctor, the dentist, 
to take their proportionate stock in this cor- 
poration, and if perchance two or three 
thousand bushels of corn were offered, buy 
it. If they do not want to stand the chance 
of a loss, they could sell a future delivery on 
the Chicago board of trade for March, April 
or May delivery, until said corn could be dis- 
posed of, and then close out their contract, 
thus preventing speculation either in holding 
the crops at home, or trading on the board. 

If these products are located in these 
community warehouses, in a town, they 
should be weighed in, a custodian’s receipt 
should be Signed, and the local banker 
would be in position to make advances on the 
product because it would be easily insured. 
The town itself could hire a nightwatchman 
at a nominal cost to protect against theft 
or pillage, and incidentally to prevent fire. 

Now, as to cotton seed, The reason that 
banks have never loaned on cotton seed to 
any great extent is the possibility of a loss 
by the seed becoming overheated by the 
purchase of a one-horse wagon load of green 
or wet seed placed in the center of a bulk 
of cotton seed, thus damaging the whole 
storage, or all of the seed, 

Co-operation Is Necessary. 
_ This can be prevented if the storage house 
is of wood construction and has a floor with 
underpinning, by cutting holes, say 2 feet 
square, every 15 or 20 feet apart, and then 
placing 2x4 studding in each of the corners 
of the opening, and then wrap that with 
a net wire to prevent the seed from falling 
through. This would give ventilation for 
the seed, and thus prevent them against loss. 
Or, if the warehouse should be a concrete 
floor and brick walls, the same results could 
be obtained by building a frame Say 18 inches 
or 2 feet square, 10 or 12-feet long, and stand- 
ing these about in the warehouse at inter- 
vals of 15 to 20 feet apart, always taking 
care that the top of the frame Should be 
above the body of the seed Stored. In this 
way you would get the circulation of air 
that would protect the seed from loss by 
overheating, or by mould or dampness. Picks 
ton seed thus stored become a good collat- 
eral on a loan, and if one of our member 
banks should offer us a note secured by seed 
stored in this manner, they would get the 
commodity rate of interest on the seed just 
the same as we have been granting the com- 
modity loan rate on the lint cotton in bales 

To my mind some co-operative action 
on the part of the farmers, merchants and 
bankers looking to taking care of these 
excess crops at this particular time of the 
year is necessary in order to keep our farm- 
ers in line of development that wil} ulti- 
mately redound to their salvation by di- 
versification of crops. Unless some action

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RAIN OF TWO DAYS 
BIG AID TO GARDENS 


Weather Department Is- 
sues Bulletin Showing Ef- 
fect of Recent Rainfall on 
Crops of Georgia. 


The weather department yesterday 
issued a report in connection with its 
cotton region bulletin showing the ef- 
fect of the dry weather which had 
prevailed so long over Georgia, and 
the benefit of the rainfall which ex- 
tended over the entire state Tuesday, 
with a repetition Wednesday in scat- 
tered districts. 

“During th epast week,” reads the 
report, “the weather was very hot and 
dry in much of the northern division 
of the state, and over scattered coun- 
ties in the central division. In these 
sections gardens had nearly dried up, 
the growth of cotton was checked, and 
corn injured to some extent. 

“In the northern and southeastern 
parts of the state plenty of rain has 
fallen, and general improvement in 
crops continues, except that a tendency 
to shedding is reported in cotton, and, 
in a few places, crops are becoming 
grassy. 

“Good rains appear to be indicated 
in the northern division. Cotton has im- 
Proved in the south, but plants are 


still very small in the north. Where 
rains fell in sufficient amounts Tues- 
day in the north. plants are reported 
to be fruiting well. 

“Old corn is earing well, 
practically made. Young corn needs 
rain in many sections. Rice, peanuts 
and-sweet potatoes, sugarcane and 
beans seem to be doing well, except 
that sweet potatoes in the north need 
more moisture. The shipment of melons 
is decreasing from the extreme south- 
ern portion of the state, but increasing 
from central districts. Peach shipments 
are decreasing.”’ 

The forecast for Thursday is partly 
cloudy, with the continued probability 
of thundershowers. Fine rains fell over 
all the northern part of the state up 
until early Wednesday morning. 


SEAPLANES TO SCOUT

Savannah, Ga, July 18.—(Special.)—

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WEATHER IN SOUTH 
FAVORING COTTON 


Department’s Crop Bulle- 


tin, Issued Wednesday, 
Says Crop Is Improving 


in Southern Georgia, But, 


Standing Still in North. 


a 

Washington, July 18.—Recent weather 
has been mostly favorable for cotton, 
according to The National Weather 
and Crop Bulletin of the department of 
agriculture. 

The bulletin, issued today, says: 

“The temperature was above the 
normal from Texas eastward to South 
Carolina, but it was somewhat cooler 
than the average in Arkansas, Tennes- 
see and North Carolina. Light to mod- 
erate showers occurred at three-fifths 
of the reporting stations in Texas, 
mostly in the central ‘and northeast- 
ern districts. 

“Very high temperatures, with hot 
drying winds, prevailed in that region, 
as well as in Oklahoma, and the drought 
is still unfavorably affecting most 
crops in these states. The crop is im- 
proving greatly in Mississippi, where 
there was sufficient rainfall during last 
week, and the plants, though small, 
have a good color and are fruiting 
well. This is also true 
southern Alabama, southern 
and in Florida. In northern Georgia, 
where it has been hot and dry, the 
Plants are very small and are at a 
standstill. 

“Rain is needed for the late cotton 
in northern South Carolina, but the 
early is fruiting well and where there 
has been sufficient rainfall the crop is 
growing rapidly. While the plants are 
small and backward in both 
and North Carolina, there was an 
provement during the week, and some 
of the early planted is blooming. 

“Some local weevil damage is re- 
ported in Alabama, Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas; insects are doing but 
damage in Texas.”
